Such report shall include each of the following for the one-year period preceding the date of the enactment of this Act: 
  (1) The number of homeless veterans. 
  (2) The number of veterans who are housing insecure. 
  (3) The number of veterans living in poverty. 
  (4) The number of veterans who are food insecure. 
  (5) The number of veterans who earn at or below minimum wage. 
  (6) The number of veterans who have committed or attempted to commit suicide and who are, or were at the time of such suicide or attempted suicide, homeless, in poverty, or food insecure.  
  (b) Study Not later than 180 days after submitting the report required by subsection (a), the Secretary of Veterans Affairs shall conduct a study on the link between poverty, food insecurity, housing insecurity, and veteran suicide.
